There  are  780  houses  in  your  distriot  and  of  these  8  houses  only 

are  without  supply  of  water  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s  Mains.

All  hut  117  houses,  which  are  a  long  distance  from  the  Sewers, 

are  connected  to  Sewerage  System# 

There  are  834  Water  Closets,  34  Pail  Closets  and  17  Privies. 

There  are  13  houses  awaiting  conversions  and  30  further  houses 
could  he  converted  upon  extension  of  the  sewers.  Plans  for  Sewage 
Works  for  the  Park  Lane  District  have  been  prepared. 

House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  hy  tho  Council  Lorry,  a  Ford  3  ton 
Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  and  the  Refuse  is  tipped  on  tho  controlled 
System  on  to  low  lying  ground.  liquid  and  Pail  Closet  contents 
are  put  on  tho  tip  and  covered  hy  the  House  Refuse. 

Arrangements  wore  made  with  the  shops  and  business  promises  for 
collection  of  trade  refuse  on  payment. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

Tho  Sanitary  Inspector  roportcd  visiting  165  premises,  the  discovery

of  72  defects,  72  of  which  were  remedied  after  informal  notification# 


Shops  Acts :  There  are  57  promises  in  tho  district  used  as  shops 
and  all, were  found  to  ho  satisfactory  as  regards  sanitary  conveniences 
temporature,  ventilation  and  comfort  of  assistants  whore  employed. 

Tho  cafes  and  Restaurants  wore  seen  to  he  clean  and  well  conducted.

Fish  Fryers ;  Tho  promises  of  the  three  Fish  Fryers  are  clean 
and  in  very  good  orders,) 
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Schools :  The  two  schools  were  satisfactory  as  to  premises  and 
conveniences.  The  water  supply  was  also  satisfactory  when  visited* 

Factories :  There  are  22  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Act ,193V 
including  a  Salt  Works  Power  House,  Corn  Mill,  Bakeries,  Garages 
and  Joiners*  Shops. 

House  Drains  :  Notices  were  sent  in  respect  of  45  blocked  drains 
and  these  had  attention  by  Counci l*s  Staff  on  payment  by  the  owners. 

.Past  Bins  :  16  Dust  Bins  wore  supplied  and  charged  to  the  Owners 
of  properties. 


Tents,  Vans»  Sheds  etc  :  Premises  of  this  description  are  not 
continuously  occupied.  Seven  sites  are  licensed  for  stationing 
van-dwellings  and  tents  for  the  Summer  season  only.  Byelaws  have 
been  adopted  for  the  control  of  movoablo  dwellings.  lavatory 
accommodation  is  provided  and  Fyldo  Water  is  laid  on  to  each  site. 
The  sites  are  well  conducted  and  aro  kept  vory  clean  and  tidy. 

There  were  four  Temporary  Camps  occupiod  by  Scouts  and  Girl  Guidos. 
Each  Camp  was  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspootor0  During  the 
summer  period  the  population  of  the  district  is  increased  by  25$ 
by  persons  living  in  the  camps.
